Report dangerous 
chemicals afloat 
in Southern Gulf 


NEW O RLEANS (A P) — The Coast 
Guard warned the entire United States 
Gulf Coast today of potentially deadly 
barrels of sodium 
and 
potassium 
cyanide floating in the Gulf of Mexico. 
The barrels were dumped into the 
water after a ship collision Aug. 5 about 
480 miles south of Pensacola, Fla. 
However, a chemical expert said the 
two chemicals would have to be eaten 
to be fatal unless they released cyanide 
in a gaseous state. And he said this 
would not occur unless the chemicals 
encountered an acid condition in the 
water. 
The Coast Guard said it received 
word of the threat today and did not 
know why Mexican authorities failed to 
notify them earlier. 
A spokesman emphasized that one or 
more of the barrels could be anywhere 
in the Gulf of Mexico. He noted that the 
passage of Tropical Storm Delia 
through the Gulf IO days after the 
collision enhanced the possibility that 
the barrels could be widely scattered. 
“ It’s hard to tell what effect the 
hurricane and current would have,”

Vientiane government and the Com­ 
munist Pathet Lao signed a political 
peace agreement today making them 
partners in another coalition gov­ 
ernment for divided Laos. 


Premier Souvanna Phouma, who will 
head the coaition, said he hoped the 
new government would meet before 
Oct. IO.

IO pct. prime rate seen 


said the spokesman. “ They could be 
anywhere.” 
Coast Guard units along the entire 
1,600-mile coast of the Gulf of Mexico 
from Brownsville, Tex., to Key West, 
Fla., were alerted to the danger. 
The barrels, some containing IOO 
pounds of sodium cyanide and others 
IOO pounds of potassium cyanide, are 
blue with white lettering on them warn­ 
ing: “ Dangerous Class 6 Material.” 
The Class 6 designation is for “ highly 
toxic” material, the Coast Guard said. 
All persons along coastal areas were 
warned against trying to touch or 
recover one of the barrels if found. 
Coast Guard units were advised of 
certain procedures to be used in at­ 
tempting to recover the barrels. 
The Aug. 5 collision between the 
Perseus and the Peubla occurred in 
international waters. 
The Mexican 
navy got first word of the incident and 
notified coastal interests along the 
southern sector of the Gulf coast. 
The Coast Guard said its first word of 
the danger came from the U.S. Defense 
Attache Office in Mexico City. 
It was not known which of the two 
ships carried the potentially deadly 
chemicals. 
A Coast Guard spokesman said a 
chemical antidote was being flown 
from England to Mexico and the United 
States and military chemical disposal 
teams were placed on alert. 


NEW YORK (A P) — A move toward 
a historic high of IO per cent in the 
prime 
lending 
rate 
gathered 
momentum today as the 
nation’s 
second largest bank threw its weight 
behind the increase. 
New York’s First National City Bank 
announced the >/4 point hike 
this 
morning, following a similar step late 
Thursday by the Wells Fargo Bank of 
San Francisco. Wells Fargo’s increase 
is effective today, Citibank’s next 
Monday. 
It was the first move toward the IO 
per cent level in the lending rate for 
large corporate borrowers since the 
rapid series of increases that carried it 
to 9*4 per cent by late last month. 
Since then, although banks have been 
contending that money market con­ 
ditions called for further increases, 
they had shied away from taking the 
first step to IO per cent.

NEW YORK (A P) — Lawyers for 
John N. Mitchell have issued a sub­ 
poena for any White House tapes or 
written records that might pertain to 
the former attorney general’s pending 
trial on charges of obstruction of 
justice, conspiracy and perjury. 
A government affidavit backing a 
motion 
to quash 
the 
subpoena, 
however, described the defense move 
as “ a broadranging blunderbuss 
fishing expedition.” 
The subpoena, disclosed Thursday in 
a federal court transcript, seeks 
material relating to a secret $200,000 
cash contribution that fugitive finan­ 
cier Robert L. Vesco made to President 
Nixon’s 1972 re-election campaign. 
M itchell and former Commerce 
Secretary Maurice H. Stans are ac­ 
cused of interfering with a Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission 
in­ 
vestigation of Vesco after receipt of the 
Vesco donation. 
The defense subpoena, according to 
the court transcript, calls for “ all 
books, records, telephone toll records, 
tape recordings, notes and memoranda 
relating in whole or in part, directly or 
indirectly, to the following: meetings 
or conversations between any member 
of the White House staff, employes or 
President Nixon concerning Harry 
Sears etc.” 
Harry L. Sears, former leader of the 
New Jersey Senate, is a defendant in 
the case along with Vesco.

Agnew successor 
faces arraignment 


BALTIM O RE, Md. (A P) - Dale 
Anderson, the man who succeeded Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew as chief 
executive 
of 
Baltim ore 
County, 
pleaded innocent in U.S. District Court 
today to charges of conspiracy, ex­ 
tortion and bribery. 
Anderson, one of Maryland’s most 
powerful Democrats, was released on 
his own recognizance by Judge Joseph 
Young on the condition that he not 
leave the continental United States. 
Tentative trial date was set for Jan. 
7. Norman P. Ramsey, Anderson’s 
attorney, told the judge that he wanted 
“ a prompt trial in this matter.” 
Agnew is under investigation by 
federal prosecutors on similar charges 
— all involving illegal payoffs by ar­ 
chitects and engineers for non-bid 
contracts awarded to them — but no 
evidence involving the vice president 
has yet gone before a special grand 
jury probing political corruption in 
Maryland. 
The 56-year-old Anderson, in a 39- 
count indictment returned Aug. 23, was 
accused of extorting $46,420 from eight 
firms doing business with the county. 
He has denounced the charges as a 
“ frame-up” and “ phony.” 
Agnew also has denied all charges of 
wrongdoing. 
Anderson, a Democrat, is the only 
person indicted so far in the in­ 
vestigation, but courthouse sources 
said others would be named. 
The grand jury met for about three 
hours Thursday, sealed off from public 
contact by unprecedented security 
restrictions. The corridor leading to its 
fifth floor room in the courthouse was 
guarded by federal marshals who 
blocked efforts of reporters to see who 
was coming and going. 
U.S. Attorney George Beall, who

will follow in early October. Larry Milstead heads the 
rural drive and Miss Mary Frances Snider and Mrs.

Court urges tapes compromise 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon’s lawyers are weighing a federal 
appeals court’s proposal for a face-sav­ 
ing settlement of the Watergate tapes 
dispute. 
The procedure suggested Thursday 
would allow the court to avoid a clear­ 
cut ruling on the constitutional issues 
raised by Nixon and special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
In an unusual move, the U.S. Circuit 
Court issued an unsigned memoran­ 
dum asking Nixon, Cox and 
the 
President’s lawyer, Charles Alan 
Wright, to listen to the tapes and decide 
among themselves which portions 
should be submitted to the grand jury. 
The court said the memo was not 
intended as a clue to its leaning on the 
constitutional questions. 
The White House had no comment on 
the proposal. Nixon has refused to 
allow anyone other than some present 
and former aides to hear the tapes. 
Cox said he would be “ more than 
glad to meet with the President or his 
delegate or any of his attorneys in a 
sincere effort to pursue the Court of 
Appeals’ suggestion to a mutually 
satisfactory conclusion.” 
The case reached the appellate court 
after U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
ordered Nixon to turn over nine tapes 
to him for a private inspection to 
determine which, if any, parts should 
be delivered to the grand jury. 
Cox subpoenaed the tapes of Nixon’s 
conversations with former White 
House aides implicated in the scandal. 
The prosecutor claims that not even the 
President can resist a court order to 
provide information 
vital 
for a 
criminal investigation. 
Nixon claims that the constitutional 
separation of powers guarantees that a 
court cannot compel a president to 
produce confidential 
information 
against his will. He also asserts that the 
tradition of executive privilege shields 
the confidentiality of a president’s 
communications with his aides. 
In a four-page memorandum, the 
appeals court said: 


“ If the President and the special 
prosecutor agree as to the material 
needed for the grand jury’s func­ 


tioning, the national interest will be 
served. At the same time, neither the 


President nor the special prosecutor 
would in any way have surrendered or 


subverted the principles for which they 
have contended.” 
Noting that both Cox and Wright are 
executive branch officials chosen 
directly or indirectly by the President, 
the appeals court said its suggestion 
would sidestep Nixon’s objection to 
judicial inspection of the tapes.

WASHINGTON (A P) - A hail of 
Congressional opposition has greeted a 
suggestion that President Nixon may 
try to fight inflation by increasing in­ 
come taxes temporarily and returning 
the extra funds to taxpayers later. 
The purpose of the tax increase 
would be to take money out of the 
economy, to help slow the current 
economic boom. 
If the report given newsmen Thur­ 
sday by Presidential Counselor Melvin 
R. Laird was intended as a trial balloon 
as some congressmen suggested — it 
may well have been punctured. 
Laird, Nixon’s principal domestic 
aide, emphasized there had been no 
decision to send Congress the plan, 
which he attributed to Federal Reserve 
Chairman Arthur F. Burns. 
Listing it as one of a number of ideas 
under consideration, Laird said the 
proposal was to impose a surcharge, 
probably of IO percent, so that a person 
who normally paid $1,000 in taxes 
would pay $1,100 instead. The extra 
Skylab crew 
given 'go*

SPACE CEN TER, Houston (AP) 
Space agency doctors say the Skylab 2 
astronauts are in as good shape after 49 
days in space as the Skylab I crew was 
after 28 days. 
And on Thursday, space agency 
officials gave Alan L. Bean, Jack R. 
Lousma and Owen K. Garriott the go­ 
ahead to complete their 59-day mission 
with a Pacific Ocean splashdown Sept. 
25. The spacemen finish their seventh 
week in space early Saturday. 
Dr. 
Royce 
Hawkins, 
a 
space 
physician, said medical tests con­ 
ducted aboard the orbiting space 
station indicate the astronauts “ are 
still running slightly increased heart 
rates” but showed “ no clinical ab­ 
normalities.” 
He said the astronauts have ex­ 
perienced a slight decline in the heart’s 
ability to move blood through the lower 
body but the deconditioning is not 
serious. Hawkins said the three 
astronauts still can operate a bicycle 
exerciser at the high 
rates they 
established in mission tests before 
their mission and said exercise seems 
to be the main reason for the continued 
vigor of the spacemen. 
Bean, Garriott and Lousma have 
followed an exercise program much 
more strenuous than the one used by 
the Skylab I astronauts.

Wilbur D. Mills, D- 
Ark., said from his Little Rock hospital 
bed that the plan certainly would look 
like a tax increase to a worker who saw 
more funds withheld from his pay 
check. 
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Study m andatory heating fuel allocations 


W ASHINGTON (AP) — Despite 
growing support for 
the 
move, 
presidential energy adviser John A. 
Love says the administration remains 
unconvinced that mandatory allocation 
of heating fuel would avoid possible 
shortages this winter. 


Mandatory allocation would not 
provide an instant solution and would 
be nothing more than a sharing of fuel 
shortages, Love told the Senate gov­ 
ernment operations subcommittee 
Thursday. 


Meanwhile, a House committee took 
up legislation requiring the President 
to impose mandatory allocation, a con­ 
cept also urged by the administrator of 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 
The House Commerce Committee 
debated the legislation then adjourned 


until next week when it is expected to 
resume action. 
Russell E. Train, new EPA ad­ 
ministrator, said mandatory allocation 
“ would get clean fuel where it will do 
the most good,” meaning that low- 
sulfur fuels, those which produce the 
least pollution, could be directed into 
areas that need them the most. 
The administration has relied on a 
voluntary allocation program for 
heating oil. 
Under Senate-passed legislation, the 
President would direct the pricing and 
distribution of the nation’s entire 
supply of oil and petroleum products to 
ensure that public-service needs are 
met and that each section of the nation 
gets a share of fuel. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
sponsor of the Senate bill, wrote 


President Nixon that the nation faces 
“ serious 
power 
shortages 
and 
blackouts in major metropolitan areas 
this winter if action is not immediately 
taken to assist electrical utilities in 
securing essential fuel supplies.” 
Love, director of the White House 
Energy Policy Office, conceded that 
the nation may face temporary 
heating-fuel shortages this winter. 
He said the administration is trying 
to increase supply by stimulating 
refinery output and increasing imports 
but that mandatory allocation is still 
under consideration. 
In other energy-related devel­ 
opments: 
—An EPA report predicts that waste 
radiation from atomic power plants 
could become a serious public health 
problem in the long run unless it is 


carefully controlled. The agency and 
the Atomic Energy Commission are 
conducting studies on health effects, an 
EPA spokesman said. 


—An Interior Department official 
said energy from geysers like Old 
Faithful in Yellowstone National Park 
could offer a substantial source of new 
power for western states by the year 
2000. The hot springs and natural hot 
water geysers could supply IO per cent 
of the power needs for the western one- 
third of the nation, William W. Lyons, 
deputy undersecretary, said. 


—An estimated 2,500 service station 
operators 
protested

TEMPLEVILLE, Md. (AP) - Of­ 
ficials of this small farming com­ 
munity have asked to be dropped from 
the federal revenue sharing program 
after watching federal regulations 
devour all but $18 from their first two 
checks.

CIA shakeup 
undertaken 
by new chief 


WASHINGTON (AP; — Director 
William E. Colby is shaking up the CIA 
in a move to provide himself and Presi­ 
dent Nixon with sharper estimates of 
U.S. defense needs and developments 
in China, the Soviet Union and other 
sensitive world sectors. 
Sworn in only IO days ago, Colby 
plans to surround himself with about IO 
specialists — National Intelligence 
Officers who will be responsible for a 
specific subject, such as strategic 
weapons, or an area, such as China or 
Latin America. 
They will replace the prestigious 
panel of “ wise old heads” who com­ 
prise the Board of National Estimates, 
which for more than 20 years has been 
responsible for preparing intelligence 
estimates. 
Through attrition the elite 10-man 
board of ex-ambassadors, admirals 
and generals is now down to five or six 
members including Living Merchant, a 
former undersecretary of state. 
Remaining at the apex of the 
government’s intelligence apparatus 
will be the United States Intelligence 
Board, headed by Colby. Its members 
are drawn from the National Security 
Agency, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency, the Treasury and State 
Departments, the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the FBI. Army, Navy 
and Air Force intelligence officers 
attend the meetings as “ observers.” 
The shakeup comes against a back­ 
drop of criticism that intelligence 
estimates have been too fuzzy and 
generalized, with dissent lost by the 
time they reach the CIA director. By 
giving a single specialist the re­ 
sponsibility for collating the divergent 
views, Colby hopes to have dissents 
funneled to him. 
He expects to draw most of the IO 
specialists from the CIA. Others may 
come from the Pentagon, the State 
Department or even college campus. 
They will be told they should not 
consider their jobs permanent, that 
they could be moved out within a few 
years, or their subjects or geographic 
areas abolished and others added in 
their place. 
Colby has not made any final choices 
from the three dozen or so candidates 
he is now considering. He has discussed 
the reorganization with 
several 
members of Congress, including Sen. 
Stuart Symington, D-Mo., a prominent 
critic of some clandestine CIA oper­ 
ations but a strong supporter of the 
agency’s 
intelligence-estimating 
functions.

DETROIT (AP) — More than 127,000 
auto workers are ready to strike 
Chrysler Corp. tonight if bargainers 
meeting behind closed doors fail to 
reach a contract agreement. 
Because of a ban imposed Thursday 
evening on public comment about 
progress, there is no indication today of 
the status of the talks. 
Recently, United Auto Workers 
President Leonard Woodcock had told 
newsmen that the imposition of a 
blackout “ would tell our workers we 
are on our way home.” 
However, if accord is not reached, 
the 127,500 United Auto Workers 
members say they will strike the 
nation’s third largest auto maker at 
11:59 p.m. 
The talks adjourned shortly before 
midnight Thursday and were to resume 
today at 9 a.m. EDT. There was no 
immediate indication whether the 
hiatus meant the negotiators had made 
progress toward a settlement. 
A UAW spokesman said the ad­ 
journment was unusual for the night 
preceeding a strike deadline. A 
Chrysler spokesman said he could not 


recall the talks ever being adjourned so 
early on the night before a scheduled 
walkout. 
The UAW’s International Executive 
Board was called to Detroit on Thur­ 
sday to be on hand to approve any 
agreement. 
And Chrysler executives are plan­ 
ning to have 80,550 workers on over­ 
time Saturday to meet this week’s 
production goal of 40,650 cars and 
trucks. 
As late as Wednesday, the last time 
union leaders met with newsmen, only 
four relatively minor union demands 
had been met from a list that Chrysler 
executives said had 180 items. 
Some of the key union demands are 
for an unspecified wage increase, 
voluntary overtime, company-paid 
dental insurance, plant safety and re­ 
tirement with full pension at any age 
after 30 years’ service. 
Other thorny issues include full 
protection of pay checks against in­ 
flation and raising the pay level for 
Canadian workers to that for U.S. 
employes.

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Judge fines self 
for being late 


GRAY, Ga. (AP)—Superior Court 
Judge George L. Jackson has assessed 
himself a $25 fine for being late to a 
session of court. 
Jackson was surprised Thursday 
when he entered his courtroom and 
found that the district attorney and a 
county grand jury had been waiting 15 
minutes for him. 
The judge said he thought the court 
session was scheduled for 9:30 a.m. 
instead of 9 a.m. and noted that he often 
had assessed fines against other people 
for being late. 


“You’re supposed to be there when 
court starts and I didn’t have any 
excuse — none whatsoever,” he said in 
fining himself. 
Price of bagels rouses 
wrath of congressman 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The price of 
bagels is going up. 
This single economic fact of eating 
has been brought to the attention of the 
House by Rep. Bertram Podell, D-N.Y. 
He said the price jump has hit hard his 
bagel-loving constituents in New York 
City. 
“The most recent casualty of Phase 4 
is a consumer item that is very popular 
in my district — the bagel,” Podell told 
the House. A bagel is a glazed, hard 
doughnut-shaped roll made of flour and 
water. It can be eaten by itself or, as of­ 
ten is the case, with cream cheese and 
smoked salmon or lox. 
“For the past few years, the price of 
bagels had stabilized at eight to ten 
cents,” he said. 
“ Then Mr. Nixon arranged for the 
sale of one-quarter of America’s wheat 
harvest to the Soviet Union, giving 
inside information to a few speculators 
who were thus able to make a fortune 
on the deal. 
“ Finally, 
and 
incredibly, 
the 
President removed all price controls on 
wheat. The result was a substantial 


increase in the cost of flour. As a result, 
my constituents are now paying 12 to 15 
cents for a bagel, an increase of bet­ 
ween 20 to 50 per cent,” Podell said. 
Podell said that despite the increase 
in price, labor costs and bakers’ profits 
have not risen. 


“ The blame lies squarely with 
President Nixon and Secretary of 
Agriculture (Earl) Butz,” Podell said. 
“ The noted economist John Kenneth 
Galbraith recently remarked that 
having these men administer price 
controls is analogous to putting the 
Paulist Fathers in charge of a birth 
control clinic,” Podell added. 
Podell said a complete redirection of 
national priorities is needed. “ Much 
more is at stake than merely the price 
of bagels. The President’s electoral 
mandate gave him the responsibility to 
represent the interests of all the people, 
not just the wealthy few. “ It is time for 
Mr. Nixon to wake up to the realities of 
the consumers’ nightmare, and by his 
actions to justify the faith placed in him 
by so many Americans,” Podell said. 


Milk production likely to drop 
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S y m p h o n y post filled

Sharply increased feed prices are 
reducing output per cow, and together 
with high slaughter-cow prices, are en­ 
couraging a sharper decline in milk- 
cow num bers,” the d ep artm en t’s 
Outlook and Situation 
Board said 
Thursday. 
The estimate of reduced milk 
production comes as no surprise to 
dairy farmers who have seen feed costs 
rise phenomenally in the past year. In 
August, the department said the 
average cost of IOO pounds of dairy-cow 
ration was $6.06 compared with $3.49 a 
year earlier, a 74 per cent increase. 


Meanwhile, the department said in a 
report Tuesday, prices paid farmers 
for milk averaged $6.BB per hun­ 
dredweight, a record high but still only 
15 per cent higher than a year ago. 
Milk production has risen steadily 
since 1969 as the relationship between 
milk prices and feed costs produced 
good profits for dairy farmers. But 
spiralling feed costs now have sent 
those gains in a tailspin. 
“ Cash receipts from dairying this 
year may total $7.8 billion, up from $7.2 
billion in 
1972,” the report 
said. 
“ However, production costs, par­ 
ticularly feed costs, are rising even 
faster.” 
The USDA could not estimate how 
profits from dairying this year might 
stack up with 1972, only that “ obviously 
there will be a drop” from last year. 
Some adjustments in government 
price supports for milk have been 
made, including an increase of 80 per 
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cent of parity for (he support of 
manufacturing grade milk as ordered 
by Congress in the new farm law.

September in 
the minimum 
rates 
dealers must pay farmers in federal 
milk marketing orders. . 
In most cases, however, the two 
actions have not affected actual prices 
dairy farmers get since the market 
price already is higher than the floors 
established by the government.

WASHINGTON (A P) - For the first 
time Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson 
has spelled out .Justice Department 
policy allowing national security wire­ 
taps in cases related to foreign in­ 
telligence-gathering 
The Supreme Court ruled a year ago 
that the government could not conduct 
domestic security wiretaps without 
first obtaining judicial consent. 
The court did not apply its restriction 
to wiretaps said necessary for national 
security, and Richardson’s statement 
was the first explanation of policy on 
those taps since the court action. 
Richardson’s explanation came in a 
letter to Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
That committee has questioned the 
role of Secretary of State-designate 
Henry A. Kissinger in authorizing 
national security wiretaps on 17 in­ 
dividuals. 


In the letter to Fulbright Richardson 
said that he will not approve any ap­ 
plication for electronic surveillance 
unless it is designed: 
—“ To protect the nation against 
actual or potential attack or other 


hostile acts of a foreign power 
—“ To obtain 
foreign intelligence 
information deemed essential to the 
security of the United States. 
—“ Or to protect national security 
information 
against 
foreign 
in­ 
telligence activities.”

Move to curb traffic glut 


The “ flat prediction” made by 
Mayor Wes 
Uhlman of 
Seattle 
regarding bus service in large cities 
is of widespread interest, “With the 
EPA breathing down the necks of all 
of us,” he said, “every major city in 
the country will be providing free 
transit within two years.” 
The occasion for this rem ark was 
the inauguration of an experiment in 
Seattle whereby free transportation 
on city buses will be provided in the 
central business district. The idea, 
as in a number of smaller com­ 
munities also trying it, is to en­ 
courage people to leave their cars 
outside the downtown area and 
travel by bus. 
On this point we quote Mayor 
Uhlman further: “ Die downtowns 
are 
becom ing 
congested 
and

polluted, and we simply have to 
reclaim them for people away from 
the automobile.” It is a concept that 
has been simmering on the back 
burner, as it were, for a long time. It 
is coming to a boil none too soon. 
Some may balk at the notion of 
cities offering cut-rate or even free 
transportation. 
However, 
this 
course seems to be dictated by 
public reluctance to give up in­ 
dividual cars and ride the buses; 
there has to be some incentive to get 
people in the habit of doing his. At 
this point we recall the ill-fated 
Washington C.H. mini-bus venture

cities — including San Diego, 
Denver, Tulsa and Kansas City 
report boosts of around IO per cent in

reduced. A 15 per cent increase in 
ridership is reported in Atlanta after 
the fare was cut from 40 to 15 cents 
last year. 
The hope is that the trend will pick 
up - that more and more people will 
recognize the advantages of riding 
buses and not w orrying about 
parking their cars (not to mention 
high car-operating costs and the 
daily hassle of w restling with 
traffic). In this trend, along with 
commuter railroads, may lie the 
solution of American cities’ problem 
of downtown traffic glut and air 
pollution. 


The presidency and parochialism

Nixon not only has the upper hand, but 
his 
hand 
is 
being 
constantly 
strengthened by the crises for which he 
and Congress can share the blame. 
Congress has always been a hesitant 
coalition of parochial concerns and the 
President the prem ier lobbyist for 
national issues. W hat’s happening now 
is that local and regional issues are 
becoming national ones and the chips 
of clout and authority pile up on the 
President’s side of the poker table. 
The “energy crisis,” for instance, is 
no stranger to New England where 
independent oil d istrib u to rs have 
always been at the end of the supply 
line. 
Now the line itself is at issue and oil 
seems short even where it is plentiful. 
Mass transit was once an arcane 
issue for the eastern 
megalopolis 
between Boston and Washington, with 
Eastern congressmen being clobbered 
by their highway-loving brothers. But 
now, even Los Angeles is seeking fewer 


highways and more mass transit; 
every suburb can boast of a traffic jam 
to rival M anhattan’s. 


“STREET CRIME” has also moved 
to the suburbs and President Nixon 
addressed delegates to a conference on 
that subject here in the East Room of 
the White House Tuesday. Crime is no 
longer an urban, blue-collar concern. 
On all of these issues, the President 
commands the bully pulpit of publicity, 
which his aides and he know how to 
exploit with cheerful abandon. 
What the President in his Sept. 5 
press conference called a “second 
State of the Union m essage” was ac­ 
tually his fifth this year, since he 
divided others into subject m atter. And 
the fifth one was delivered at least 
three times.

afternoon 
radiobroadcast nor a longer written 
statement Monday added much to 
congressional or public knowledge of 
the President’s legislative goals. Even 
the rhetoric echoed what he said in his

IN CONTRAST to double-feature 
media events from the White House, 
Congress plods along as it should, 
deliberatively and parochially. Of the 
535 congressmen, no more than a dozen 
spend their days focusing on “the 
national interest.” 
Rather, it is the district’s interest or 
the state’s or even the committee 
m ember’s jurisdiction that is most 
important. 
“What bill are we voting on?” a 
rural-state senator asked an aide on the 
floor during a vote last week. “Urban 
mass transit,Sena tor,” came the reply. 
The senator knew all he needed to 
know on the subject and shouted a 
stentorian “No” at the tally clerk. 
Maybe that process will change, but 
it hasn’t yet. The Congress hasn’t 
caught up to national problems and 
neither has the President.

Computer as inflationary villain 


William D. Pardridge, the self-styled 
“ disag reeab le 
econom ist’’ 
of 
Stanardsville, Va., who specializes in 
sh atteringly

servations, puts the blame for much of 
our inflation on the computer. 
Since the computer is an unthinking 
workhorse, utterly dependent for its 
answers on what human beings put into 
it, how can a m ere technological device 
be an active promoter of the dollar’s 
collapse? The answer 
is that m ass 
credit, on the inflationary scale that it 
is used today, would be much too costly 
a bookkeeping proposition if the 
computer did not exist to retrieve data 
instantaneously, to grind out the bills, 
to figure the interest rates, to do 
elaborate bookkeeping without the in-

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tervention of the human hand, and to 
reckon the actuarial chances of losing 
important sums on delinquent ac­ 
counts. 
If all the paper work involved in the 
phenomenon of m ass credit had to be 
done by Dickensian clerks using quill 
pens at rolltop desks, the cost of it 
would quickly kill the whole idea. 


THIS IS Bill Pardridge’s theory, and 
it is brilliantly obvious. I can claim to 
be the catalytic agent in provoking it, 
for I drew a snappish response when IK 
commended to him the reports of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis, 
which give the lie to our supposed in­ 
flation fighters in Washington, D.C., by

Students given 
hearing rights 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A three- 
judge U.S. District Court panel here 
says public school students must be 
given hearings before they can be sus­ 
pended. 
Judge Joseph P. Kinneary, writing 
the opinion for the panel, said school 
administrators may not jeopardize a 
student’s right to an education by or­ 
dering an expulsion or suspension 
without due process of law. 
The court ruled on a suit filed on 
behalf of nine Columbus public school 
students suspended during student 
unrest in the winter and spring of 1971.

Living W ith a Colostom y 


W ashington C. H. (O.) Record-Herald - Page 8 
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My wife has just had a serious 
operation for the removal of a tumor in 
her intestines. It was necessary for the 
surgeon to make a colostomy opening. 
Elven though she seems to be 
recovering from 
the surgery 
she 
cannot fully accept the fact that she 
will have to go through life with this 
artificial opening for her bowels. 
How can we help her? 
Mr. B.J., Ky. 
Dear Mr. J.: 
Surgery for the removal of a tumor of 
the large intestine has progressed 
tremendously in the last 30 years. 
At one time, these tumors were 
inaccessible and many lives were 
sacrificed prematurely. 
Now, with antibiotics and refined 
surgical techniques, it is possible to 
remove cancerous and benign tumors 
of the bowel so that people can attain 
normal longevity. 
A colostomy opening is formed in 
order to make it possible for the bowels 
to be emptied, even though a portion of 
the intestine was removed. 
Sometimes, a temporary colostomy 
is made. Later, this is repaired, the 
colostomy opening is closed, and the 
normal bowel movements return. 
When it is impossible to re-establish 
the normal path of the intestines, a 
perm anent colostomy opening is 
necessary. 
It is completely understandable that 
so much anxiety should exist in people 
who have learned that a permanent 
colostomy is essential to save their 
lives. 
It is also understandable that it is 
difficult for your wife to adjust herself 
to the impact of this experience. 


With time and your considerate 
understanding, she will adjust to the 
problems of a colostomy opening and 
she will flourish in the knowledge that 
her life has been spared. 
She will eventually take her normal 
place in society as a mother and as a 
loving wife. 
Modern colostomy appliances are so 
near-perfect that no one other than you 
and her doctor need know anything 
about the existing condition. 
Slowly, 
your 
w ife’s 
sense 
of 
depression will disappear as she draws 
on her inner reserve and learns to take 
her rightful place in her home and 
community. 
There are now 
groups of national 
and local “colostomy clubs” composed 
of people who are functioning with 
colostomy 
openings and who have 
conquered the emotional impact of the 
situation. 
Many of these people are dedicating 
themselves to going to the hospitals 
and visiting new colostomy patients to 
demonstrate how free they are from 
any social embarrassment. 
The discomfort of a colostomy will be 
overwhelmingly compensated by your 
wife’s sustained good health. 


How soon after a child is born can 
club feet be treated? 
Mrs.T.M., Vt. 
Dear Mrs. M.: 
The repositioning of feet is done as 
early as possible, with plaster casts. 
The results are excellent. 
After X-rays are taken, the severity 
of the club feet will be determined by 
the surgeon, who will choose the 
earliest time for correction.

jack. Play the ten of hearts on the ace, 
cash the king of hearts, king of spades 
and ace of diamonds, and follow this by 
finessing the nine of hearts. 
Next cash the queen of hearts and 
ace of spades, discarding the K-Q of 
diamonds from dummy! Then play the 
ten of diamonds to force out the jack, 
and this will be your only loser.

South has 
any number of spades including the 
king. 


Note that the low spade {day from 
dummy the first time the suit is led 
covers the case where North has K-x, 
which you wouldn’t know about if you 
started the suit by playing the ace and 
another spade. This maneuver greatly 
enhances your chances of making the 
contract.

Calucci insists the Civil Service life 
has merit, too. To which the kid 
retorts: “You call that living? I call it 
doo-doo.” 
“My life,” gasps Calucci, “is doo- 
doo?” 
But all ends well and Ramon even­ 
tually returns, an unwise move con­ 
sidering the way this show’s pace 
comes across on the TV screen.

COUNTLESS hobby happy 
Americans are onto something 
new. They call themselves grave 
rubbers because that’s the name 
of their game. What they do is 
gather impressions of the carv­ 
ings chiseled on old grave 
stones. It is an artistic pursuit, 
one that doesn’t call for expen­ 
sive equipment. The carvings 
are transferred onto rice paper 
by rubbing the paper, taped 
flush over the carving, with 
wax, crayon or graphite. It’s as 
simple as that. 


Grave rubbings not only re­ 
produce elaborate designs but 
unusual inscriptions, such as 
this one found in the Charter 
Street Burying Ground, Salem, 
Mass. It describes what hap­ 
pened to Nathaniel Richardson 
at age 54 in 1796: “His death 
was instant from the pressure 
of a building he was assisting 


to remove.” 
Rubbers consider an inscrip­ 
tion that’s unintentionally hu­ 
morous a great find, too. In this 
category, here’s one found on a 
stone in Burlington, Vt.: "She 
lived with her husband fifty 
years and died in the confident 
hope of a better life. 


According to Frank E. Foster, 
Executive Vice President of the 
American Monument Associa­ 
tion, the best place for grave 
rubbers to hunt unusual stones 
is New England. Massachusetts 
has thousands that predate 
1820. New York City’s Trinity 
Churchyard in the heart of the 
financial district is, surprising­ 
ly, another good source with 
more than 1,000 stones, includ­ 
ing some dating back as far as 
1681. 
"The best place to look,” ad­ 
vises Mr. Foster, "is in a grave­ 
yard adjacent to an old church.”

Income tax questions, answers

most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
Q. My state has a lottery. If I should 
win one of the cash prizes, do I have to 
pay federal income tax on it? 
A. Yes, proceeds from lotteries are 
gambling winnings and must be in­ 
cluded in your income. However, if you 
itemize your deductions, you can 
deduct your gambling losses, such as 
the cost of losing lottery tickets, from 
your total gambling winnings, up to the 
extent of your winnings.

If you have no winnings, you can’t 
deduct your gambling losses. 
If you should win a valuable prize in a 
lottery, it might be to your advantage 
to “income average.” This permits an 
unusually large amount of income 
obtained in one year to be taxed in the 
lower brackets of your previous tax 
years. 
More details are available in IRS 
Publication 506, “Computing Your Tax 
Under the Income Averaging Method.” 
Write your nearest IRS office for a free 
copy. 
Q. The local police boys club is 
sponsoring a benefit showing of a 
movie. Tickets are $10. Can I deduct 
the ticket price as a charitable con­ 
tribution? 
A. A portion of the ticket price is 
deducible, namely, that portion that 
exceeds the fair market value of the 
showing. 
For example, if the regular price of 
the movie is $3, your deduction would 
be $7. 
Q. I understand that the IRS winds up 
with thousands of undelivered refunds 
each year. How can this happen? 
A. The great majority of refund 
checks go astray because taxpayers 
moved and left no forwarding address 
with the Postal Service. Still other 
taxpayers neglected to correct the 
label attached to their tax return. 
Thic includes, for example, changing 
a label to show a new 
address or 
naming resulting from marriage. 
Errors or omissions in tax returns 
have delayed refunds to some tax­ 
payers. They should follow the in­ 
structions 
provided 
with 
the 
notification they received from the IRS 
to help speed their refund. 
Taxpayers contacting the IRS about 
their refund should be able to give the 
name and address as it appeared on the 
return, the present name and address, 
Social Security number and the type of 
form filed. 
Often, IRS employees can find out 
almost immediately what happened to 
a refund check through a computer 
system available in many IRS offices. 
The system indicates, for example, 
when the Postal Service has returned a 
check.

Each day, a different trio of callers 
makes the rounds among the aged, 
whom they call Tele-Pets, exchanging 
friendly banter 
and 
making 
sure 
they’re all right. 
“ It’s amazing the number of people 
who don’t receive calls at all,” she 
says. “Ours might be the only call they 
receive in a week. “ TYie Tele-Pets build 
up a closeness with the lady who calls 
on Monday or the lady that calls on 
Tuesday. It forms a regular pattern in 
their lives.” 
If no one answers, an alternate — a 
relative, neighbor or building manager 
— is called and asked to check on the 
person. 
“We have about 40 to 50 real 
emergencies a year — usually when 
someone falls,” Mrs. Boscovich said. 
She recalled one Tele-Pet in San 
Leandro who didn’t answer her phone. 
The volunteer called the alternate, this 
time the police, who found the woman 
in a diabetic coma. She received life­ 
saving treatm ent in time. 
“ If elderly people can’t provide at 
least one alternate, we have to turn 
them away. It’s the only way we have 
of checking on them,” Mrs. Boscovich 
said. 
The volunteers, about 30 mostly 
middle-aged housewives and retired 
women, make morning calls seven 
days a week. All are members of Her­ 
rick’s Volunteer Guild, which started 
Tele-Care in 1970.

taken advantage of the program, which 
was approved by the two states’ 
legislatures last spring. 
Gov. Wendell Anderson of Minnesota 
believes the idea will spread. 
“ I would hope for starters we could 
extend it to North Dakota, South 
Dakota and Iowa,” Anderson said in an 
interview. 


There have been limited reciprocity 
plans between states but the Min- 
nesota-W isconsin arran g em en t is 
ap p aren tly the first non restricted 
agreement. Wisconsin had previously 
accepted Minnesota students only up to 
the number of its residents who went to 
Minnesota. 
The new plan sets no limit on the 
numbers who can cross the border to 
go to school. 
Thus far, the student movement has 
been m ostly from M innesota to 
Wisconsin. More than 1,800 Minnesota 
students have signed up at Wisconsin 
universities. More than 900 Wis- 
consonites have headed west to Min­ 
nesota. 
The cash saving for students is 
significant. 
A Minnesota student attending the 
University of Wisconsin would have 
paid $1,906 under the old nonresident 
rate. Now he gets by for $558, the same 
as a Wisconsin resident. 
At the University of Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota residents 
have a base tuition in liberal arts of 
$930 for three quarters. Others pay 
$1,476. 
With the college boom over, both 
states had empty dormitory rooms. 
The cross-border influx won’t take up 
all the slack but officials call the new 
students a welcome addition. 
The arrangem ent called a “ common 
m arket” stemmed from an agreement 
between Anderson and Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey of Wisconsin. It was tossed into 
the laps of educators as an ac­ 
complished fact. 
It all started last January when 
Anderson asked for repeal of a tax law 
that allowed Wisconsin residents to file 
tax returns only in their home state, 
even though they earned a taxable 
income in Minnesota. 


Lucey 
w anted 
to 
keep 
tax 
reciprocity, since it helped Wisconsin 
tax coffers and made life easier for 
several thousand border residents who 
w orked 
in 
M innesota. 
Without 
reciprocity, they’d have had to file two 
tax returns, crediting one against the 
other in a complicated process. 
Anderson says agreement came in a 
brief conversation with Lucey at a 
conference of governors. The key at the 
time was the availability of slots for 
Wisconin youth in Minnesota’s school 
of veterinary medicine. 
“ I said to Pat, ‘Why don’t we con­ 
tinue 
reciprocity. 
You 
give 
us 
educational reciprocity and we’ll each 
send a check to make up the dif­ 
ference.’ He came back and said, ‘Yes, 
that sounds fine, but you give us some 
assurance on veterinary medicine.’” 
Out of that conversation came a two­ 
pronged contract. One part is a tax- 
where-you live plan that lets border- 
crossing workers pay only in their 
home state. The other half opens up the 
border 
for 
college 
students, 
eliminating nonresident tuition. 
Students can pick and choose among 
state universities, state colleges, state 
junior 
colleges 
and 
vocational- 
technical schools. No private schools 
are involved, however. 
After each year of operation, the two 
states will strike a balance, with each 
state paying the other for loss of 
nonresident tuition and W isconsin 
paying Minnesota for not taxing Wis­ 
consin incomes earned in Minnesota. 
The experiment has sparked the 
interest of other governors, Anderson 
said. 
“ TTiey want to know how we brought 
it about; the answer is we simply didn’t 
deal with educators,” Anderson says. 
He isn’t antieducation but says he 
and other governors feel that educators 
sometimes move too slowly. 
As for the educators, Donald Smith, 
senior vice president at the University 
of W isconsin, sees the program 
spreading to the entire Midwest. 
“ It makes a great deal of sense for 
the states to cut through the jungle of 
tuition and establish a common market 
for students across state borders,” he 
said.

Paper mill strike talks to resume 
MONTREAL (AP) — Negotiators for 
striking paper mill workers and the 
Canadian International Paper Co. will 
resume talks in Montreal Friday in an 
effort to settle the strike that has closed 
five of the company’s mills in eastern 
Canada for more than a month. 
J. P. Gallic of the United Pa- 
permakers International Union said a 
Quebec government mediator initiated 
the resumption of the contract talks, 
which broke off early in August just 
before about 7,500 workers went on 
strike at five of the company’s mills in 
eastern Canada. 


Gallic said the union would insist on 
the same terms agreed to last week by 
the Abitibi Paper Co. That agreement 
provides for pay increases of 8.5 per 
cent in each year of a two-year con­ 
tract. 


Abitibi’s 4,500 unionized workmen 
are voting on the new contract, and 
first returns indicate it will be accepted 
by a large margin. But workers at the 
company’s mill in Iroquois Falls, Ont., 
struck Saturday because of conditions 
at their plant, including scheduling of 
personnel, timing of shifts and the 
number of men assigned to a work 
crew. 


Union leaders and company officials 
were meeting in Iroquois Falls trying 
to resolve the dispute. 
Abitibi’s other mills were not struck.

W ASHINGTO N (A P ) — The United 
States has rejected an alleged offer by 
Burmese guerrilla leaders of 400 tons of 
opium in exchange for $13 million and 
U.S. support in obtaining some in­ 
dependence for the remote Shan States 
from the rest of the Union of Burm a. 


The offer allegedly was made by an 
emissary of the guerrillas to Rep. 
Lester Wolff, D N .Y., chairman of a 
House narcotics subcom m ittee, in 
Bangkok last month. Wolff said he 
relayed it to U.S. Em bassy, C IA and 
U .S. 
narcotics 
agents 
with 
the 
suggestion that they study it. 


State 
Department 
officials

mented that it would be nice to think 
that there is a magic $13 million 
solution to the opium sm uggling 
problem. 


They said that acceptance of the 
offer would do far more harm than 
good and would poison U.S. relations 
with Burm a and neighboring Thailand. 


Wolff said the proposal came from 
Gen. Lo Hsing Hang, leader of the local 
defense forces and

president of the Shan States Unity 
Action Committee and Shan States 
Progress Party.

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G as prices protested

NEW YORK (A P) — Shades of 
government control are reported 
falling on the robust church life of 
Korea, including current charges of 
subversive activities against three 
Presbyterian leaders. 
“ Religious liberties are 
being 
restricted,” says the Rev. Kim Kwan 
Suk, general secretary of the National 
Council of Churches of Korea, who was 
here to confer with U.S. officials and 
churchmen about the problem. 
“ Apparently we’re going to have to 
face a real encounter between the 
church and government,” he added in 
an interview. 
Ostensibly, Christianity has been 
thriving in Korea, its growth there in 
contrast to the statistical downturns in 
most Western countries, but the Rev. 
Mr. Kim said recent 
government 
policies threaten its continued work. 
“ Plainclothes detectives now are 
sent each Sunday to monitor sermons,” 
he said. “ The government also has 
started keeping surveillance on all 
church activities. It’s a sort of growing 
intimidation.” 
The issue was pointed up this past 
summer by a succession of arrests of 
church workers in various situations, 
15 of them altogether, most of them 
since released, but two clergymen and 
a lay evangelist still facing trial. 
Two of them, the Rev. Park Hyung 
Kyu, pastor of a Seoul church, and 
Kwon Ho Kyung, a lay evangelist, are 
said to be specifically accused of cir­ 
culating subversive handbills, saying: 
“ We have been holding our country 
to a spirit of anticommunism and now, 
alas, 
we 
have 
a 
dictatorship. 
Democracy weeps! ... The resurrection 
of democracy is the liberation of the 
people.” 


Reacting 
to 
the charges, 
the 
Presbyterian Church in the Republic of 
Korea says:

ticommunism ... led by their Christian 
consiences.” 
The Rev. Mr. Kim, 52, a quiet-spoken 
man who for five years has presided 
over Korea’s interdenominational co­ 
operative 
organization 
including 
Presbyterians, Methodists, Anglicans 
and Evangelicals, said it was “ very 
risky” for him to criticize the Korean 
government’s actions. 
“ But Christians have to take risks,” 
he added. 


He said pressure on the churches 
started last Oct. 17 when Presidet 
Chung Hee Park declared martial law 
and subsequent constitutional revisions 
that modify the legislative assembly 
and allow him to stay in office. 
In the recent arrests, the Rev. Mr. 
Kim said the government apparently 
was trying to “ capitalize on the case 
and show a strong hand of control over 
the churches,” but that the churches 


have reacted strongly against it. 
“ I think the government now realizes 
it made a mistake,” he said, adding 


that he was optimisitic that the jailed 
ministers would,be let off. 


Of Korea’s 32 million population, 
about 3.6 million are church members, 


about 3 million Protestsnts and 600,000 
Roman Catholics with the churches 
growing vigorously in recent years.

Girl conquers calcium 
disord [Sickroom N eeds. 


ROCKAWAY TOWNSHIP, N J. (A P) 
— Jan Ann Westering a spunky sixth- 
grader, is back at school this month — 
and is an inch taller than she was a few 
months ago. Big deal! 
This might not sound like a “ big 
deal” for a normal child, but Jan Ann, 
whose parents call her “ Jennie,” is not 
a normal child. 
Most of her intestines have been 
removed and replaced with a plastic 
substitute, and for the past several 
months she was afflicted with a 
calcium disorder that caused her to ac­ 
tually shrink two inches. 
But now doctors say she appears to 
be winning her battle against the 
calcium problem, thanks to treatment 
she received last month in Richmond, 
Va. 
Most of Jennie’s intestines were 
removed a year ago after a bout with 
gangrene, and after that she was 
placed on a special formula to fight the 
affliction. 
But doctors say something in the 
formula caused her to lose calcium 
between the bones of her spine, keeping 
the bones from touching. As a result, 
she began experiencing severe pain in 
her back. 
Exam ination revealed she had 
shrunk two inches. 
Since her trip to Richmond two 
weeks ago, where she was under the 
care of Dr. Neil Hutcher, an intestine 
specialist, she has grown an inch. 
Hutcher says the calcium is being re­ 
stored as quickly as possible, and even 
though X-rays do not show it yet, the 
doctors are confident of her recovery 
from the calcium disorder. 
For Jennie, her victory over the

COLOGNE, West Germany (A P) — 
The pilot of an Ethiopian airliner flying 
Emperor Haile Selassie home from 
West Germany set off a hijacking 
alarm by error today while flying over 
Italy but then quickly reported all was 
normal aboard, West German air safe­ 
ty officials said. 
The royal plane, a Boeing 720, left 
Cologne airport at 6:34 a.m. for a direct 
flight to Addis Ababa, the Ethiopian 
capital. While flying over Milan, the of­ 
ficials said, the pilot pushed the wrong 
button and set,off the hijacking scare. 
The Italian air force sent up two 
fighter jets, and they escorted the 
airliner out of Italian air space. 
Meanwhile the pilot had reported all 
was normal and headed across the 
Mediterranean for the Egyptian coast. 
The emperor had just concluded a 
three-day 
unofficial visit 
to West 
Germany, where he met with President 
Gustav Heinemann and Chancellor 
W illy Brandt. A source at the Cologne 
airport said about 30 persons were 
aboard the plane, including the em­ 
peror’s oldest daughter, Princess 
Tenagne; members of the royal en­ 
tourage, security guards and the crew 
of the plane.

On a 200-mile stretch through the San 
Joaquin Valley, a trucker never gets 
closer than 20 miles to a town, Bianchi 
said, lf a truck breaks down, it often 
requires a major trip just to get parts 
needed to put the truck back in 
operation. 
Bianchi said, “ There is a big demand 
for speed in getting those trucks rolling 
again, and with the helicopter, we can 
offer speed.” 
“ My biggest problem is the dust,” 
Bianchi said. “ Landing and taking off 
can raise a cloud IOO feet wide that 
could cause a terrific accident if it 
drifts the wrong way. I always try to 
find a grassy area to land.” 
Bianchi has had a pilot’s license 
since 1946. His three-passenger craft, 
with a payload capacity of 750 pounds, 
can carry spare tires, 55-gallon drums 
of fuel, or just a one-pound fuel pump or 
a piece of radiator hose. 
“ If the job is going to take a long time 
to do, it isn’t worth taking the chop­ 
per,” he said. “ But for a job that would 
last an hour or so, it’s perfect.”

Report dangerous 
chemicals afloat 
in Southern Gulf 


N EW O RLEA N S (A P) — The Coast 
Guard warned the entire United States 
Gulf Coast today of potentially deadly 
barrels 
of sodium 
and 
potassium 
cyanide floating in the Gulf of Mexico. 
The barrels were dumped into the 
water after a ship collision Aug. 5 about 
480 miles south of Pensacola, Fla. 
However, a chemical expert said the 
two chemicals would have to be eaten 
to be fatal unless they released cyanide 
in a gaseous state. And he said this 
would not occur unless the chemicals 
encountered an acid condition in the 
water. 
The Coast Guard said it received 
word of the threat today and did not 
know why Mexican authorities failed to 
notify them earlier. 
A spokesman emphasized that one or 
more of the barrels could be anywhere 
in the Gulf of Mexico. He noted that the 
passage of Tropical Storm D elia 
through the Gulf IO days after the 
collision enhanced the possibility that 
the barrels could be widely scattered. 
“ It’s hard to tell what effect the 
hurricane and current would have,”

Agnew is under investigation by

— all involving illegal payoffs by ar­ 
chitects and engineers for non-bid 
contracts awarded to them — but no 
evidence involving the vice president 
has yet gone before a special grand 
jury probing political corruption in 
Maryland. 
The 56-year-old Anderson, in a 39- 
count indictment returned Aug. 23, was 
accused of extorting $46,420 from eight 
firms doing business with the county. 
He has denounced the charges as a 
“ frame-up” and “ phony.” 
Agnew also has denied all charges of 
wrongdoing. 
Anderson, a Democrat, is the only 
person indicted so far in the in­ 
vestigation, but courthouse sources 
said others would be named. 
The grand jury met for about three 
hours Thursday, sealed off from public 
contact by 
unprecedented security 
restrictions. The corridor leading to its 
fifth floor room in the courthouse was 
guarded by federal marshals who 
blocked efforts of reporters to see who 
was coming and going. 
U.S. Attorney George Beall, who 


heads the investigation, said the 
security measures were absolutely 
necessary. 
“ By tradition and statute, grand jury 
proceedings are secret,” Beall told 
newsmen. “ Certain steps have been 
taken to preserve that privacy. Even 
witnesses going before the grand jury 
are part of the privacy and we intend to 
have it.” 
Meanwhile, the question of whether 
the Agnew phase of the probe will be 
brought'before the jury still is un­ 
decided. 
Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson has 
said he w ill determine whether any 
evidence relating to the vice president

Court urges tapes compromise 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - President 
Nixon’s lawyers are weighing a federal 
appeals court’s proposal for a face-sav­ 
ing settlement of the Watergate tapes 
dispute. 
The procedure suggested Thursday 
would allow the court to avoid a clear­ 
cut ruling on the constitutional issues 
raised by Nixon and special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
In an unusual move, the U.S. Circuit 
Court issued an unsigned memoran­ 
dum 
asking 
Nixon, 
Cox and 
the 
Presid ent’s law yer, Charles Alan 
Wright, to listen to the tapes and decide 
among them selves which portions 
should be submitted to the grand jury. 
The court said the memo was not 
intended as a clue to its leaning on the 
constitutional questions. 
The White House had no comment on 
the proposal. Nixon has refused to 
allow anyone other than some present 
and former aides to hear the tapes. 
Cox said he would be “ more than 
glad to meet with the President or his 
delegate or any of his attorneys in a 
sincere effort to pursue the Court of 
Appeals’ suggestion to a mutually 
satisfactory conclusion.” 
The case reached the appellate court 
after U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
ordered Nixon to turn over nine tapes 
to him for a private inspection to 
determine which, if any, parts should 
be delivered to the grand jury. 
Cox subpoenaed the tapes of Nixon’s 
conversations with form er W hite 
House aides implicated in the scandal. 
The prosecutor claims that not even the 
President can resist a court order to 
provide inform ation 
vital 
for a 
criminal investigation. 
Nixon claims that the constitutional 
separation of powers guarantees that a 
court cannot compel a president to 
produce confidential 
inform ation 
against his will. He also asserts that the 
tradition of executive privilege shields 
the confidentiality of a president’s 
communications with his aides. 
In a four-page memorandum, the 
appeals court said:

WASHINGTON (A P ) - A hail of 
Congressional opposition has greeted a 
suggestion that President Nixon may 
try to fight inflation by increasing in­ 
come taxes temporarily and returning 
the extra funds to taxpayers later. 
The purpose of the tax increase 
would be to take money out of the 
economy, to help slow the current 
economic boom.

astronauts are in as good shape after 49 
days in space as the Skylab I crew was 
after 28 days.

Lousma and Owen K. Garriott the go­ 
ahead to complete their 59-day mission 
with a Pacific Ocean splashdown Sept. 
25. The spacemen finish their seventh 
week in space early Saturday.

physician, said medical 
tests con­ 
ducted 
aboard 
the 
orbiting 
space 
station indicate the astronauts “ are 
still running slightly increased heart 
rates” but showed “ no clinical ab­ 
normalities.”

Bean, Garriott and Lousma have 
followed an exercise program much 
more strenuous than the one used by 
the Skylab I astronauts.

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Study mandatory heating fuel allocations 


W A SH IN G TO N ( A P ) - Despite 
growing 
support

presidential energy adviser John A. 
Love says the administration remains 
unconvinced that mandatory allocation 
of heating fuel would avoid possible 
shortages this winter. 


M andatory allocation would not 
provide an instant solution and would 
be nothing more than a sharing of fuel 
shortages, Love told the Senate gov­ 
ernment operations subcom m ittee 
Thursday. 


Meanwhile, a House committee took 
up legislation requiring the President 
to impose mandatory allocation, a con­ 
cept also urged by the administrator of 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 
The House Commerce Committee 
debated the legislation then adjourned 


until next week when it is expected to 
resume action. 
Russell E . Train, new E P A ad­ 
ministrator, said mandatory allocation 
“ would get clean fuel where it will do 
the most good,” meaning that low- 
sulfur fuels, those which produce the 
least pollution, could be directed into 
areas that need them the most. 
The administration has relied on a 
voluntary allocation program for 
heating oil. 
Under Senate-passed legislation, the 
President would direct the pricing and 
distribution 
of the nation’s entire 
supply of oil and petroleum products to 
ensure that public-service needs are 
met and that each section of the nation 
gets a share of fuel. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
sponsor of the Senate bill, 
wrote 


President Nixon that the nation faces 
“ serious 
power 
shortages 
and 
blackouts in major metropolitan areas 
this winter if action is not immediately 
taken to assist electrical utilities in 
securing essential fuel supplies.” 
Love, director of the White House 
Energy Policy Office, conceded that 
the nation 
m ay face tem porary 
heating-fuel shortages this winter. 
He said the administration is trying 
to increase supply by stimulating 
refinery output and increasing imports 
but that mandatory allocation is still 
under consideration. 
In other 
energy-related devel­ 
opments: 
—An E P A report predicts that waste 
radiation from atomic power plants 
could become a serious public health 
problem in the long run unless it is 


carefully controlled. The agency and 
the Atomic Energy Commission are 
conducting studies on health effects, an 
EPA spokesman said. 


—An Interior Department official 
said energy from geysers like Old 
Faithful in Yellowstone National Park 
could offer a substantial source of new 
power for western states by the year 
2000. The hot springs and natural hot 
water geysers could supply IO per cent 
of the power needs for the western one- 
third of the nation, William W. Lyons, 
deputy undersecretary, said.

ready for strike 


D ETRO IT (A P ) — More than 127,000 
auto workers are ready to strike 
Chrysler Corp. tonight if bargainers 
meeting behind closed doors fail to 
reach a contract agreement. 
Because of a ban imposed Thursday 
evening on public comment about 
progress, there is no indication today of 
the status of the talks. 
Recently, United Auto W orkers 
President Leonard Woodcock had told 
newsmen that the imposition of a 
blackout “ would tell our workers we 
are on our way home.” 
However, if accord is not reached, 
the 127,500 United Auto W orkers 
members say they w ill strike the 
nation’s third largest auto maker at 
11:59 p.m. 
The talks adjourned shortly before 
midnight Thursday and were to resume 
today at 9 a.m. EDT. There was no 
im m ediate indication whether the 
hiatus meant the negotiators had made 
progress toward a settlement. 
A UAW spokesman said the ad­ 
journment was unusual for the night 
preceeding a strike deadline. A 
Chrysler spokesman said he could not 


recall the talks ever being adjourned so 
early on the night before a scheduled 
walkout. 
The UAW’s International Executive 
Board was called to Detroit on Thur­ 
sday to be on hand to approve any 
agreement. 


And Chrysler executives are plan­ 
ning to have 80,550 workers on over­ 
time Saturday to meet this week’s 
production goal of 40,650 cars and 
trucks. 


As late as Wednesday, the last time 
union leaders met with newsmen, only 
four relatively minor union demands 
had been met from a list that Chrysler 
executives said had 180 items. 
Some of the key union demands are 
for an unspecified wage increase, 
voluntary overtim e, company-paid 
dental insurance, plant safety and re­ 
tirement with full pension at any age 
after 30 years’ service. 
Other thorny issues include full 
protection of pay checks against in­ 
flation and raising the pay level for 
Canadian workers to that for U.S. 
employes. 


CIA shakeup 
undertaken 
by new chief 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Director 
W illiam E . Colby is shaking up the CIA 
in a move to provide himself and Presi­ 
dent Nixon with sharper estimates of 
U.S. defense needs and developments 
in China, the Soviet Union and other 
sensitive world sectors. 
Sworn in only IO days ago, Colby 
plans to surround himself with about IO 
specialists — National Intelligence 
Officers who w ill be responsible for a 
specific subject, such as strategic 
weapons, or an area, such as China or 
Latin America. 
They w ill replace the prestigious 
panel of “ wise old heads” who com­ 
prise the Board of National Estim ates, 
which for more than 20 years has been 
responsible for preparing intelligence 
estimates. 
Through attrition the elite 10-man 
board of ex-ambassadors, admirals 
and generals is now down to five or six 
members including Living Merchant, a 
former undersecretary of state. 
Remaining at the 
apex 
of the 
government’s intelligence apparatus 
will be the United States Intelligence 
Board, headed by Colby. Its members 
are drawn from the National Security 
Agency, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency, the Treasury and State 
Departm ents, the Atom ic Energy 
Commission and the F B I. Arm y, Navy 
and Air Force intelligence officers 
attend the meetings as “ observers.” 
The shakeup comes against a back­ 
drop of criticism that intelligence 
estimates have been too fuzzy and 
generalized, with dissent lost by the 
time they reach the CIA director. By 
giving a single specialist the re­ 
sponsibility for collating the divergent 
views, Colby hopes to have dissents 
funneled to him. 
He expects to draw most of the IO 
specialists from the CIA. Others may 
come from the Pentagon, the State 
Department or even college campus. 
They w ill be told they should not 
consider their jobs permanent, that 
they could be moved out within a few 
years, or their subjects or geographic 
areas abolished and others added in 
their place. 
Colby has not made any final choices 
from the three dozen or so candidates 
he is now considering. He has discussed 
the reorganization with 
several 
members of Congress, including Sen. 
Stuart Symington, D-Mo., a prominent 
critic of some clandestine CIA oper­ 
ations but a strong supporter of the 
agency’s 
intelligence-estim ating 
functions.

“ The most recent casualty of Phase 4 
is a consumer item that is very popular 
in my district — the bagel,” Podell told 
the House.

M ilk production likely to drop

produced in 1970, the Agriculture 
Department says. 
“Sharply increased feed prices are 
reducing output per cow, and together 
with high slaughter-cow prices, are en­ 
couraging a sharper decline in milk- 
cow num bers,” the departm ent’s 
Outlook and Situation Board said 
Thursday. 
The estim ate of reduced milk 
production comes as no surprise to 
dairy farmers who have seen feed costs 
rise phenomenally in the past year. In 
August, the departm ent said the 
average cost of IOO pounds of dairy-cow 
ration was $6.06 compared with $3.49 a 
year earlier, a 74 per cent increase. 


Meanwhile, the department said in a 
report Tuesday, prices paid farmers 
for milk averaged $6.88 per hun­ 
dredweight, a record high but still only 
15 per cent higher than a year ago. 
Milk production has risen steadily 
since 1969 as the relationship between 
milk prices and feed costs produced 
good profits for dairy farmers. But 
spiralling feed costs now have sent 
those gains in a tailspin. 
“Cash receipts from dairying this 
year may total $7.8 billion, up from $7.2 
billion in 1972,” the report said. 
“ However, production costs, par­ 
ticularly feed costs, are rising even 
faster.” 
The USDA could not estimate how 
profits from dairying this year might 
stack up with 1972, only that “obviously 
there will be a drop” from last year. 
Some adjustments in government 
price supports for milk have been 
made, including an increase of 80 per

WASHINGTON (AP) - For the first 
time Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson 
has spelled out Justice Department 
policy allowing national security wire­ 
taps in cases related to foreign in­ 
tel I igence-gathering. 
The Supreme Court ruled a year ago 
that the government could not conduct 
domestic security wiretaps without 
first obtaining judicial consent. 
The court did not apply its restriction 
to wiretaps said necessary for national 
security, and Richardson’s statement 
was the first explanation of policy on 
those taps since the court action. 
Richardson’s explanation came in a 
letter to Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
chairm an of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
That committee has questioned the 
role of Secretary of State-designate 
Henry A. Kissinger in authorizing 
national security wiretaps on 17 in­ 
dividuals. 


In the letter to Fulbright Richardson 
said that he will not approve any ap­ 
plication for electronic surveillance 
unless it is designed: 
—“To protect the nation against 
actual or potential attack or other 


hostile acts of a foreign power. 
—“To obtain foreign intelligence 
information deemed essential to the 
security of the United States. 
—“Or to protect national security

Move to curb traffic glut 


The “flat prediction” made by 
Mayor Wes Uhlman of Seattle 
regarding bus service in large cities 
is of widespread interest. “With the 
EPA breathing down the necks of all 
of us,” he said, “every major city in 
the country will be providing free 
transit within two years.” 
The occasion for this remark was 
the inauguration of an experiment in 
Seattle whereby free transportation 
on city buses will be provided in the 
central business district. The idea, 
as in a number of smaller com­ 
munities also trying it, is to en­ 
courage people to leave their cars 
outside the downtown area and 
travel by bus. 
On this point we quote Mayor 
Uhlman further: “The downtowns 
are becoming congested and 


polluted, and we simply have to 
reclaim them for people away from 
the automobile.” It is a concept that 
has been simmering on the back 
burner, as it were, for a long time. It 
is coming to a boil none too soon. 
Some may balk at the notion of 
cities offering cut-rate or even free 
transportation. 
However, 
this 
course seems to be dictated by 
public reluctance to give up in­ 
dividual cars and ride the buses; 
there has to be some incentive to get 
people in the habit of doing his. At 
this point we recall the ill-fated 
Washington C H. mini-bus venture 
which seemed to have a real 
potential. 
Whether the incentive of free or 
lower-fare rides is 
sufficient 
remains to be seen. There are some 
encouraging signs: a number of 


cities — including San Diego, 
Denver, Tulsa and Kansas City — 
report boosts of around IO per cent in 
the number of people riding public 
transportation since fares were 
reduced. A 15 per cent increase in 
ridership is reported in Atlanta after 
the fare was cut from 40 to 15 cents 
last year. 
The hope is that the trend will pick 
up — that more and more people will 
recognize the advantages of riding 
buses and not worrying about 
parking their cars (not to mention 
high car-operating costs and the 
daily hassle of wrestling with 
traffic). In this trend, along with 
commuter railroads, may lie the 
solution of American cities’ problem 
of downtown traffic glut and air 
pollution.

The presidency and parochialism 


WASHINGTON — In his new 
relationship with Congress, President 
Nixon not only has the upper hand, but 
his 
hand 
is 
being 
constantly 
strengthened by the crises for which he 
and Congress can share the blame. 
Congress has always been a hesitant 
coalition of parochial concerns and the 
President the premier lobbyist for 
national issues. What’s happening now 
is that local and regional issues are 
becoming national ones and the chips 
of clout and authority pile up on the 
President’s side of the poker table. 
The “energy crisis,” for instance, is 
no stranger to New England where 
independent oil distributors have 
always been at the end of the supply 
line. 
Now the line itself is at issue and oil 
seems short even where it is plentiful. 
Mass transit was once an arcane 
issue for the eastern megalopolis 
between Boston and Washington, with 
Eastern congressmen being clobbered 
by their highway-loving brothers. But 
now, even Los Angeles is seeking fewer 


highways and more mass transit; 
every suburb can boast of a traffic jam 
to rival Manhattan’s. 


“STREET CRIME” has also moved 
to the suburbs and President Nixon 
addressed delegates to a conference on 
that subject here in the East Room of 
the White House Tuesday. Crime is no 
longer an urban, blue-collar concern. 
On all of these issues, the President 
commands the bully pulpit of publicity, 
which his aides and he know how to 
exploit with cheerful abandon. 
What the President in his Sept. 5 
press conference called a “second 
State of the Union message” was ac­ 
tually his fifth this year, since he 
divided others into subject matter. And 
the fifth one was delivered at least 
three times. 
Neither 
a 
Sunday 
afternoon 
radiobroadcast nor a longer written 
statement Monday added much to 
congressional or public knowledge of 
the President’s legislative goals. Even 
the rhetoric echoed what he said in his 


press conference. But both received 
major news coverage from the 
allegedly hostile media. 


IN CONTRAST to double-feature 
media events from the White House, 
Congress plods along as it should, 
deliberatively and parochially. Of the 
535 congressmen, no more than a dozen 
spend their days focusing on “the 
national interest.” 
Rather, it is the district’s interest or 
the state’s or even the committee 
member’s jurisdiction that is most 
important. 
“What bill are we voting on?” a 
rural-state senator asked an aide on the 
floor during a vote last week. “Urban 
mass transit,Sena tor,” came the reply. 
The senator knew all he needed to 
know on the subject and shouted a 
stentorian “No” at the tally clerk. 
Maybe that process will change, but 
it hasn’t yet. The Congress hasn’t 
caught up to national problems and 
neither has the President. But no one 
can ever call the President parochial.

Computer as inflationary villain 


William D. Pardridge, the self-styled 
“ disagreeable 
economist” 
of 
Stanardsville, Va., who specializes in 
shatteringly 
disrespectful 
ob­ 
servations, puts the blame for much of 
our inflation on the computer. 
Since the computer is an unthinking 
workhorse, utterly dependent for its 
answers on what human beings put into 
it, how can a mere technological device 
be an active promoter of the dollar’s 
collapse? The answer is that mass 
credit, on the inflationary scale that it 
is used today, would be much too costly 
a bookkeeping proposition if the 
computer did not exist to retrieve data 
instantaneously, to grind out the bills, 
to figure the interest rates, to do 
elaborate bookkeeping without the in- 
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tervention of the human hand, and to 
reckon the actuarial chances of losing 
important sums on delinquent ac­ 
counts. 
If all the paper work involved in the 
phenomenon of mass credit had to be 
done by Dickensian clerks using quill 
pens at rolltop desks, the cost of it 
would quickly kill the whole idea. 


THIS IS Bill Pardridge’s theory, and 
it is brilliantly obvious. I can claim to 
be the catalytic agent in provoking it, 
for I drew a snappish response when IK 
commended to him the reports of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis, 
which give the lie to our supposed in­ 
flation fighters in Washington, D.C., by 
telling the truth about the continual 
month-by-month creation 
of an 
oversupply of new money. 
The Federal Reserve of St. Louis, 
asid Pardridge, tells only half the 
story: to the superfluity of paper 
purchasing power, as evidenced by the 
government flushing of the money 
stock, there must be added the mass 
credit that has zoomed our total debt, 
public and private, to well over $2,000 
billion. 
Even in the time of Socrates 
philosophers were arguing whether 
ideas or technological innovations 
were responsible for most social 
change, The truth is that ideas and 
technology act together. 
The specific idea that has unleashed 
the computer to flood society with 
credit-card buying on what the British 
call the “never-never” is summed up 
in a phrase: the permissive society. 
Since “anything goes” in this sort of 
society, why shouldn’t the computer go 
hog wild as the high priests of affluence 
use electrical impulses to reckon the 
actuarial chances of losing money on 
people who 
overestimate their 
capacity to absorb debt? 
Not so long ago Arnold Saltzmann, a 
New York City industrialist, suggested 
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that a disinterested advisory com­ 
mission be set up to study the probable 
effects of congressional social and 
economic legislation. 
The board that Pardridge has 
assembled to get a new organization, 
Economic Inequities, Inc., started 
might meet Saltzman’s criteria, for it 
includes the chairmen of three 
university economics departments, Dr. 
Dudley Dillard of the University of 
Maryland, Dr. Richard T. Selden of the 
University of Virginia, and Dr. David 
Davies of Duke University. 
Anna J. Schwartz of the National 
Bureau of Economic Research, who 
was 
Prof. 
Milton 
Friedm an’s 
collaborator on an authoritative 
monetary history of the U.S., is another 
Economic Inequities board member, 
and Joseph W. MaGuire, vice president 
of planning at the University of 
California in Berkeley, has signified 
his willingness to join. 


THE IMPORTANCE of this group is 
that it proposes to hold three national 
conferences to which theoreticians will 
be invited to deliver formal papers. 
The first conference promises to 
examine the relations between in­ 
flation, total public and private debt, 
and the economic production of goods 
and services. 
The second is scheduled to examine 
true economic employment 
as 
distinguished 
from 
public 
em­ 
ployment. 
And the third, utilizing the findings of 
the first two, will be charged with 
determining the causes and conditions 
of maintaining full economic em­ 
ployment with zero inflation. 
This is a tall order, but with the 
failure of such governmental bodies as 
the President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, the Cost-of-Living Council, 
and the Federal Reserve itself, 
someone has to come up with fresh 
thinking 
about 
our 
economic 
necessities. If one thing is patent, even 
such able people as Secretary of the 
Treasury Shultz and Dr. John T. 
Dunlop, head of the Cost-of-Living 
Council, don’t really believe in what 
the government has been doing under 
the various “phases” from one to four. 
President Nixon needs outside ad­ 
vice that will be independent of what is 
conceived to be “political necessity.” 
When people demand snake oil, which 
is what we get when “controls” go 
hand in hand with almost unlimited 
credit and a 7 per cent annual increase 
in monetary stock, they should be told 
that “political necessity” is the last 
thing that should be indulged. 
Students given 
hearing rights 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A three- 
judge U.S. District Court panel here 
says public school students must be 
given hearings before they can be sus­ 
pended. 
Judge Joseph P. Kinneary, writing 
the opinion for the panel, said school 
administrators may not jeopardize a 
student’s right to an education by or­ 
dering an expulsion or suspension 
without due process of law. 
The court ruled on a suit filed on 
behalf of nine Columbus public school 
students suspended during student 
unrest in the winter and spring of 1971. 
The Columbus Board of Education 
since has adopted a new regulation 
providing for a hearing before 
disciplinary action is taken.

The last time he was here, our 13- 
year-old asked him for his address so 
he could write to him or maybe visit 
him there, and his father quickly drove 
off without even answering him. 
Needless to say, the boy was hurt and 
burst into tears, and his brothers were 
upset, too. 
The boys say they feel funny standing 
on the street. How can this awkward 
situation be handled?

Livin g W ith a C olostom y

My wife has just had a serious 
operation for the removal of a tumor in 
her intestines. It was necessary for the 
surgeon to make a colostomy opening. 
Even though she seems to be 
recovering from the surgery she 
cannot fully accept the fact that she 
will have to go through life with this 
artificial opening for her bowels. 
How can we help her? 
Mr. B.J., Ky. 
Dear Mr. J.: 
Surgery for the removal of a tumor of 
the large intestine has progressed 
tremendously in the last 30 years. 
At one time, these tumors were 
inaccessible and many lives were 
sacrificed prematurely. 
Now, with antibiotics and refined 
surgical techniques, it is possible to 
remove cancerous and benign tumors 
of the bowel so that people can attain 
normal longevity. 
A colostomy opening is formed in 
order to make it possible for the bowels 
to be emptied, even though a portion of 
the intestine was removed. 
Sometimes, a temporary colostomy 
is made. Later, this is repaired, the 
colostomy opening is closed, and the 
normal bowel movements return. 
When it is impossible to re-establish 
the normal path of the intestines, a 
perm anent colostomy opening is 
necessary. 
It is completely understandable that 
so much anxiety should exist in people 
who have learned that a permanent 
colostomy is essential to save their 
lives. 
It is also understandable that it is 
difficult for your wife to adjust herself 
to the impact of this experience. 


With time and your considerate 
understanding, she will adjust to the 
problems of a colostomy opening and 
she will flourish in the knowledge that 
her life has been spared. 
She will eventually take her normal 
place in society as a mother and as a 
loving wife. 
Modern colostomy appliances are so 
near-perfect that no one other than you 
and her doctor need know anything 
about the existing condition. 
Slowly, 
your wife’s 
sense 
of 
depression will disappear as she draws 
on her inner reserve and learns to take 
her rightful place in her home and 
community. 
There are now groups of national 
and local “colostomy clubs” composed 
of people who are functioning with 
colostomy 
openings and who have 
conquered the emotional impact of the 
situation. 
Many of these people are dedicating 
themselves to going to the hospitals 
and visiting new colostomy patients to 
demonstrate how free they are from 
any social embarrassment. 
The discomfort of a colostomy will be 
overwhelmingly compensated by your 
wife’s sustained good health. 


How soon after a child is born can 
club feet be treated? 
Mrs. T.M., Vt. 
Dear Mrs. M.: 
The repositioning of feet is done as 
early as possible, with plaster casts. 
The results are excellent. 
After X-rays are taken, the severity 
of the club feet will be determined by 
the surgeon, who will choose the 
earliest time for correction.

State D epartm ent uncertain 
o f fu tu re course w ith Chile 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Senior 
American officials said today it is still 
not clear whether long-term U S in­ 
terests were served by the ouster of 
Marxist president Salvador Allende 
and his replacement by an anti­ 
communist military junta. 
“A strong case could be made for the 
theory that the U.S. would have been 
better off if Allende had finished the 
three remaining years of his term, the 
economic suffering in Chile had con­ 
tinued and the Allende forces had lost 
in a landslide election,” said one well­ 
placed official. He conceded, however, 
that the takeover could be a benefit to 
U.S. commercial interests in Chile. 
“It remains to be seen whether or not 
U.S. interests are served,” he said. 
The official used the argument to 
dispute what he described as the 
“presumption in the press” that the 
coup strengthens U.S. position in Latin 
America and “therefore we had a hand 
in the overthrow.” 
The sense of frustration at the State 
Department over a rash of accusations 
alleging U.S. complicity in the coup 
was underscored during a state De­ 
partment briefing Thursday an which 
spokesman 
Paul 
Hare 
was 
in­ 


terrogated for almost an hour on the 
U.S. activities leading up to the coup. 
At one point, Hare told newsmen, 
“I’ll never be able to satisfy you that 
we 
were 
not 
involved.”

acknowledged the State Department 
had received reports of a move against 
Allende prior to the coup. But he 
dismissed them saying a “steady 
stream” of rumors of an anti-Allende 
coup had been picked up here in recent 
months.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) - A Canton 
research veterinarian says farmers 
could save corn for themselves and 
feed their cattle cornstalks with the 
help of a supplement he has developed. 
Dr. J. B. Davidson, who began 
marketing what he calls Custom Blend 
Agri-Feed this month, said the sup­ 
plement provides a balanced living 
environment for the bacteria that 
break down cellulose in three of a cow’s 
four stomachs. 
“It’s just a matter of keeping those 
little rascals alive and working good,” 
he said. “To keep those bugs happy, 
you have to have just the right con­ 
ditions.” 
He said a pound or two of the sup­ 
plement daily keeps 
them 
happy 
enough to about triple the beef or milk 
yield of the cow’s foraging diet. The 
supplement will be produced at Woos­ 
ter. 
Davidson bases that figure on a yietd 
of 600 pounds of beef from an acre of 
corn. Using his supplement — with the 
cornstalks and leaves as the cow’s diet 
— an average acre would produce up to 
2,000 pounds of beef, he said. 
“We’re furnishing a diet that will 
make these bacteria function best with 
a cellulose diet,” Davidson said. 
He said the supplement will be im­ 
portant worldwide, especially in 
countries where the available grain is 
needed as much by humans as animals. 
He said that his company, Agri- 
Stook, Inc., decided to put the product 
on the market this fall after feed grain 
prices nearly tripled in a year. 
The IOO per cent forage diet would, in 
effect, turn pastures into feedlots, 
Davidson said. 
Tests showed that when the sup­ 
plement was used, dairy cattle could 
switch from full grain diets to IOO per 
cent forage and back to grain with no 
drop in milk production, he said. 
The feed supplement works with all 
ruminants (four-stomached animals) 
but not with a variety 
of other 
livestock, ranging from chickens to 
pigs, which digest food differently, he 
said. 
Davidson said he had been ex­ 
perimenting with the supplement for 
about 27 years. He said he first became 
interested at Michigan State as a 
student, helping to install one of the 
first windows into a cow’s stomach. 
Later he discovered that sick cattle 
often recovered quickly when bacteria- 
bearing roughage from a dead cow’s 
stomach was added to its own. 
The bacteria in a cow’s digestive 
system were no secret, but most 
researchers took a different approach 
over the years, he said. “A good per 
cent of research has been directed to­ 
ward balancing a grain diet,” he said. 
“That’s fine, as long as there’s plenty 
of grain.”

On that date, the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled that obscenity cases should be 
judged on standards for local commu­ 
nities. 
Judge Riley cited the decision in his 
three-page ruling.

complaints arc getting louder and a 
nasty conflict seems inevitable. 
The instrument of the banks’ in­ 
volvement is the so-called automatic 
investment service or automatic in­ 
vestment plan that permits customers 
to buy stocks directly from the bank. 
Investors are offered a choice of 25 
blue chip stocks that can be ac­ 
cumulated autom atically through 
monthly deductions from the hank 
account. The sums range from about 
$25 to as much as $500. 
The bank then can lump together all 
the purchases and obtain a volume 
commission when it buys the stocks. In 
addition to the small commission, the 
customer pays a 
monthly service 
charge of about 5 per cent. 
Such plans are in keeping with the 
long-range goal of commercial banks 
to promote themselves as the super­ 
markets of financial services. You may 
have noticed their slogans: one-stop 
banking, fullservice bank, etc. 
The brokers maintain that the plans 
do a disservice to them — and probably 
to customers too. 
James Needham, chairman of the 
New York Exchange, complained this 
week to the comptroller of the currency 
that the banks might be violating the 
Glass-Seagall Act. 
This act restricts the selling and 
distribution of securities by banks, 
limiting such activities to mere ac­ 
commodation of customers. Most 


people, including some bankers, didn’t 
know banks could buy or sell at all. 
The right always was there, but the 
hanks never advertised it. Then 
brokers began turning away small 
customers, and some bankers began 
musing over how to accommodate 
them. 
Needham said in his letter to Comp­ 
troller 
James 
Smith, 
“ To 
our 
knowledge, no effort is being made by 
the banks to counsel these persons on 
their investment needs, nor is any in­ 
quiry made as to whether they should 
be purchasing the listed

The Investment Company Institute, 
spokesman for the mutual fund in­ 
dustry, also has complained to bank 
regulators. Like brokers, many mutual 
fund promoters have been doing poorly

keep in their trust departments. 
Is it conceivable that bankers might 
be able to buy and sell stocks within the 
bank — “crossing” orders from their 
own supplies — thus never paying 
commissions at all? 
In the view of many brokers, this 
would be the most unpardonable of­ 
fense of all. It is where any broker 
would make his stand.

- Tonight’s 
premiere episode of “Calucci’s Dept.’’ 
looked great when it was taped here a 
few weeks ago. The studio audience 
seemed to enjoy it and so did its cast 
and crew. 
But something vanished between 
then and the time the CBS Television 
network accepted the show as the 
starting entry against NBC’s top-rated 
“Sanford & Son” and ABC’s “Brady 
Bunch.” 
The opening effort in the new series, 
which concerns a New York unem­ 
ployment office inhabited by crazies, 
drones and clock watchers, seems to go 
flat on the small screen. 
I can’t explain why, but the editing 
may be the villain. The show now drags 
and sputters along. It’s brought alive 
only occasionally, thanks to an actor 
named Jose Perez. 
Perez, a regular, plays Ramon, a 
, young Puerto Rican staffer who blows 
his stack one morning after a red-tape 
squabble over who is supposed to give 
what forms to whom. 
He tosses papers around, screams 
and storms out of the office forever. His 
boss, Calucci, played by James Coco, 
follows him home and tries to persuade 
him to return to work. 
“You’re only 22 years away from 
your pension,” he tells the kid, who 
insists he plans to open a Sno-Cone 
franchise, be his own boss, become a 
millionaire and live in a castle above 
San Juan harbor. 
Calucci insists the Civil Service life 
has merit, too. To which the kid 
retorts: “You call that living? I call it 
doo-doo.” 
“My life,” gasps Calucci, “is doo- 
doo?” 
But all ends well and Ramon even­ 
tually returns, an unwise move con­ 
sidering the way this show’s pace 
comes across on the TV screen.

urged 
stream channelization 
projects to straighten the natural 
curves of streams and rivers, reducing 
swampy ground and providing more 
areas for farming.

COUNTLESS hobby happy 
Americans are onto something 
new. They call themselves grave 
rubbers because that’s the name 
of their game. What they do is 
gather impressions of the carv­ 
ings chiseled on old grave 
stones. It is an artistic pursuit, 
one that doesn’t call for expen­ 
sive equipment. The carvings 
are transferred onto rice paper 
by rubbing the paper, taped 
flush over the carving, with 
wax, crayon or graphite. It’s as 
simple as that. 


Grave rubbings not only re­ 
produce elaborate designs but 
unusual inscriptions, such as 
this one found in the Charter 
Street Burying Ground, Salem, 
Mass. It describes what hap­ 
pened to Nathaniel Richardson 
at age 54 in 1796: "His death 
was instant from the pressure 
of a building he was assisting 


to remove.” 
Rubbers consider an inscrip­ 
tion that’s unintentionally hu­ 
morous a great find, too. In this 
category, here’s one found on a 
stone in Burlington, Vt.: “She 
lived with her husband fifty 
years and died in the confident 
hope of a better life. 


According to Frank E. Foster, 
Executive Vice President of the 
American Monument Associa­ 
tion, the best place for grave 
rubbers to hunt unusual stones 
is New England. Massachusetts 
has thousands that pre-date 
1820. New York City’s Trinity 
Churchyard in the heart of the 
financial district is, surprising­ 
ly, another good source with 
more than 1,000 stones, includ­ 
ing some dating back as far as 
1681. 


"The best place to look,** ad­ 
vises Mr. Foster, "is in a grave­ 
yard adjacent to an old church.” 


Income tax questions, answers |

Q. My state has a lottery. If I should 
win one of the cash prizes, do I have to 
pay federal income tax on it? 
A. Yes, proceeds from lotteries are 
gambling winnings and must be in­ 
cluded in your income. However, if you 
itemize your deductions, you can 
deduct your gambling losses, such as 
the cost of losing lottery tickets, from 
your total gambling winnings, up to the 
extent of your winnings.

If you have no winnings, you can’t 
deduct your gambling losses. 
If you should win a valuable prize in a 
lottery, it might be to your advantage 
to “income average.” This permits an 
unusually large amount of income 
obtained in one year to be taxed in the 
lower brackets of your previous tax 
years.

Publication 506, “Computing Your Tax 
Under the Income Averaging Method.” 
Write your nearest IRS office for a free 
copy. 
Q. The local police boys club is 
sponsoring a benefit showing of a 
movie. Tickets are $10. Can I deduct 
the ticket price as a charitable con­ 
tribution? 
A. A portion of the ticket price is 
deducible, namely, that portion that 
exceeds the fair market value of the 
showing. 
For example, if the regular price of 
the movie is $3, your deduction would 
be $7. 
Q. I understand that the IRS winds up 
with thousands of undelivered refunds 
each year. How can this happen? 
A. The great majority of refund 
checks go astray because taxpayers 
moved and left no forwarding address 
with the Postal Service. Still other 
taxpayers neglected to correct the 
label attached to their tax return. 
Thic includes, for example, changing 
a label to show a new 
address or 
naming resulting from marriage. 
Errors or omissions in tax returns 
have delayed refunds to some tax­ 
payers. They should follow the in­ 
structions 
provided 
with 
the 
notification they received from the IRS 
to help speed their refund. 
Taxpayers contacting the IRS about 
their refund should be able to give the 
name and address as it appeared on the 
return, the present name and address, 
Social Security number and the type of 
form filed. 
Often, IRS employees can find out 
almost immediately what happened to 
a refund check through a computer 
system available in many IRS offices. 
The system indicates, for example, 
when die Postal Service has returned a 
check.

Undelivered refund checks can be 
mailed almost immediately to the new 
address. After Oct. I, however, all 
undelivered refund checks are can­ 
celled. Issuing checks in response to 
inquirisies received after that date 
take considerably more time because 
special processing is required. 
As for refund checks lost or stolen in 
transit, those who have information on 
these checks should contact their 
nearest Internal Revenue Office im­ 
mediately.

Each day, a different trio of callers 
makes the rounds among the aged, 
whom they call Tele-Pets, exchanging 
friendly banter and 
making 
sure 
they’re all right. 
“It’s amazing the number of people 
who don’t receive calls at all,” she 
says. “ Ours might be the only call they 
receive in a week. “ The Tele-Pets build 
up a closeness with the lady who calls 
on Monday or the lady that calls on 
Tuesday. It forms a regular pattern in 
their lives.” 
If no one answers, an alternate — a 
relative, neighbor or building manager 
— is called and asked to check on the 
person. 
“We have about 40 to 50 real 
emergencies a year — usually when 
someone falls,” Mrs. Boscovich said. 
She recalled one Tele-Pet in San 
Leandro who didn’t answer her phone. 
The volunteer called the alternate, this 
time the police, who found the woman 
in a diabetic coma. She received life­ 
saving treatm ent in time. 
“ If elderly people can’t provide at 
least one alternate, we have to turn 
them away. It’s the only way we have 
of checking on them,” Mrs. Boscovich 
said. 
The volunteers, about 30 mostly 
middle-aged housewives and retired 
women, make morning calls seven 
days a week. All are members of Her­ 
rick’s Volunteer Guild, which started 
Tele-Care in 1970.

taken advantage of the program, which 
was approved by the two states’ 
legislatures last spring. 
Gov. Wendell Anderson of Minnesota 
believes the idea will spread. 
“I would hope for starters we could 
extend it to North Dakota, South 
Dakota and Iowa,” Anderson said in an 
interview. 


There have been limited reciprocity 
plans between states but the Min- 
nesota-W isconsin arran g em en t is 
ap parently the first nonrestricted 
agreement. Wisconsin had previously 
accepted Minnesota students only up to 
the number of its residents who went to 
Minnesota. 
The new plan sets no limit on the 
numbers who can cross the border to 
go to school. 
Thus far, the student movement has 
been m ostly from M innesota to 
Wisconsin. More than 1,800 Minnesota 
students have signed up at Wisconsin 
universities. M ore than 900 Wis- 
consonites have headed west to Min­ 
nesota. 


The cash saving for students is 
significant. 
A Minnesota student attending the 
University of Wisconsin would have 
paid $1,906 under the old nonresident 
rate. Now he gets by for $558, the same 
as a Wisconsin resident. 
At the University of Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota residents 
have a base tuition in liberal arts of 
$930 for three quarters. Others pay 
$1,476. 
With the college boom over, both 
states had empty dormitory rooms. 
The cross-border influx won’t take up 
all the slack but officials call the new 
students a welcome addition. 
The arrangem ent called a “common 
m arket” stemmed from an agreement 
between Anderson and Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey of Wisconsin. It was tossed into 
the laps of educators as an ac­ 
complished fact. 
It all started last January when 
Anderson asked for repeal of a tax law 
that allowed Wisconsin residents to file 
tax returns only in their home state, 
even though they earned a taxable 
income in Minnesota.

tax coffers and made life easier for 
several thousand border residents who

Anderson says agreement came in a 
brief conversation with Lucey at a 
conference of governors. The key at the 
time was the availability of slots for 
Wisconin youth in Minnesota’s school 
of veterinary medicine.

You 
give 
us 
educational reciprocity and we’ll each 
send a check to make up the dif­ 
ference.’

Out of that conversation came a two­ 
pronged contract. One part is a tax- 
where-you live plan that lets border- 
crossing workers pay only in their 
home state.

eliminating nonresident tuition. 
Students can pick and choose among 
state universities, state colleges, state 
junior 
colleges 
and 
vocational- 
technical schools. No private schools 
are involved, however. 
After each year of operation, the two 
states will strike a balance, with each 
state paying the other for loss of 
nonresident tuition and W isconsin 
paying Minnesota for not taxing Wis­ 
consin incomes earned in Minnesota. 
The experiment has sparked the 
interest of other governors, Anderson 
said. 
“They want to know how we brought 
it about; the answer is we simply didn’t 
deal with educators,” Anderson says. 
He isn’t antieducation but says he 
and other governors feel that educators 
sometimes move too slowly. 
As for the educators, Donald Smith, 
senior vice president at the University 
of W isconsin, sees the program 
spreading to the entire Midwest. 
“ It makes a great deal of sense for 
the states to cut through the jungle of 
tuition and establish a common market 
for students across state borders,” he 
said.

Paper mill strike talks to resume 
MONTREAL (AP) — Negotiators for 
striking paper mill workers and the 
Canadian International Paper Co. will 
resume talks in Montreal Friday in an 
effort to settle the strike that has closed 
five of the company’s mills in eastern 
Canada for more than a month. 
J. P. Gallie of the United Pa- 
permakers International Union said a 
Quebec government mediator initiated 
the resumption of the contract talks, 
which broke off early in August just 
before about 7,500 workers went on 
strike at five of the company’s mills in 
eastern Canada. 


Gallie said the union would insist on 
the same term s agreed to last week by 
the Abitibi Paper Co. That agreement 
provides for pay increases of 8.5 per 
cent in each year of a two-year con­ 
tract. 


Abitibi’s 4,500 unionized workmen 
are voting on the new contract, and 
first returns indicate it will be accepted 
by a large margin. But workers at the 
company’s mill in Iroquois Falls, Ont., 
struck Saturday because of conditions 
at their plant, including scheduling of 
personnel, timing of shifts and the 
number of men assigned to a work 
crew. 


Union leaders and company officials 
were meeting in Iroquois Falls trying 
to resolve the dispute.

U.S. rejects 
opium deal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States has rejected an alleged offer by 
Burmese guerrilla leaders of 400 tons of 
opium in exchange for $13 million and 
U.S. support in obtaining some in­ 
dependence for the remote Shan States 
from the rest of the Union of Burma. 
The offer allegedly was made by an 
emissary of the guerrillas to Rep. 
Lester Wolff, DN.Y., chairman of a 
House narcotics subcommittee, in 
Bangkok last month. Wolff said he 
relayed it to U.S. Embassy, CIA and 
U.S. narcotics agents with 
the 
suggestion that they study it. 
State Department officials com­ 
mented that it would be nice to think 
that there is a magic $13 million 
solution to the opium smuggling 
problem. 
They said that acceptance of the 
offer would do far more harm than 
good and would poison U.S. relations 
with Burma and neighboring Thailand. 
Wolff said the proposal came from 
Gen. Lo Hsing Hang, leader of the local 
defense forces and the self-styled 
president of the Shan States Unity 
Action Committee and Shan States 
Progress Party. 
Since allegedly making it, Lo has 
been arrested by the Burmese 
government and is being held for a 
variety of charges including treason, 
and murder. 
U.S. officials here said that dealing 
with Lo would be the same as dealing 
with a Mafia chieftain, and they 
wanted no part of it.

G o v e rn m e n t co n tro ls hit K o re a n ch u rch e s

NEW YORK (AP) - Shades of 
government control are reported 
falling on the robust church life of 
Korea, including current charges of 
subversive activities against three 
Presbyterian leaders. 
“ Religious liberties are being 
restricted,” says the Rev. Kim Kwan 
Suk, general secretary of the National 
Council of Churches of Korea, who was 
here to confer with U.S. officials and 
churchmen about the problem. 
“ Apparently we’re going to have to 
face a real encounter between the 
church and government,” he added in 
an interview. 
Ostensibly, Christianity has been 
thriving in Korea, its growth there in 
contrast to the statistical downturns in 
most Western countries, but the Rev. 
Mr. Kim said recent government 
policies threaten its continued work. 
“ Plainclothes detectives now are 
sent each Sunday to monitor sermons,” 
he said. “ The government also has 
started keeping surveillance on all 
church activities. Ifs a sort of growing 
intimidation.” 
The issue was pointed up this past 
summer by a succession of arrests of 
church workers in various situations, 
15 of them altogether, most of them 
since released, but two clergymen and 
a lay evangelist still facing trial. 
Two of them, the Rev. Park Hyung 
Kyu, pastor of a Seoul church, and 
Kwon Ho Kyung, a lay evangelist, are 
said to be specifically accused of cir­ 
culating subversive handbills, saying: 
“ We have been holding our country 
to a spirit of anticommunism and now, 
alas, 
we 
have 
a 
dictatorship. 
Democracy weeps! ... The resurrection 
of democracy is the liberation of the 
people.” 


Reacting to the charges, 
the 
Presbyterian Church in the Republic of 
Korea says: 


“ It looks to us as though what they 
intended was nothing more than an 
indirect appeal to the authorities in 
power based on their faith 
in 
democracy and in a spirit of an-

ticommunism ... led by their Christian 
consiences.” 
The Rev. Mr. Kim, 52, a quiet-spoken 
man who for five years has presided 
over Korea’s interdenominational co­ 
operative organization 
including 
Presbyterians, Methodists, Anglicans 
and Evangelicals, said it was “ very 
risky” for him to criticize the Korean 
government’s actions. 
“ But Christians have to take risks,” 
he added. 


He said pressure on the churches 
started last Oct. 17 when Presidet 
Chung Hee Park declared martial law 
and subsequent constitutional revisions 
that modify the legislative assembly 
and allow him to stay in office. 
In the recent arrests, the Rev. Mr. 
Kim said the government apparently 
was trying to “ capitalize on the case 
and show a strong hand of control over 
the churches,” but that the churches 


have reacted strongly against it. 
“ I think the government now realizes 
it made a mistake,” he said, adding 


that he was optimisitic that the jailed 
ministers would be let off. 
Of Korea’s 32 million population, 
about 3.6 million are church members, 


about 3 million Protestsnts and 600,000 
Roman Catholics with the churches 
growing vigorously in recent years. 


G irl conquers calcium disorder 


ROCKAWAY TOWNSHIP, N .J. (A P) 
— Jan Ann Westering a spunky sixth- 
grader, is back at school this month — 
and is an inch taller than she was a few 
months ago. Big deal! 
This might not sound like a “ big 
deal” for a normal child, but Jan Ann, 
whose parents call her “ Jennie,” is not 
a normal child. 
Most of her intestines have been 
removed and replaced with a plastic 
substitute, and for the past several 
months she was afflicted with a 
calcium disorder that caused her to ac­ 
tually shrink two inches. 
But now doctors say she appears to 
be winning her battle against the 
calcium problem, thanks to treatment 
she received last month in Richmond, 
Va. 
Most of Jennie’s intestines were 
removed a year ago after a bout with 
gangrene, and after that she was 
placed on a special formula to fight the 
affliction. 
But doctors say something in the 
formula caused her to lose calcium 
between the bones of her spine, keeping 
the bones from touching. As a result, 
she began experiencing severe pain in 
her back. 
Exam ination revealed she had 
shrunk two inches. 
Since her trip to Richmond two 
weeks ago, where she was under the 
care of Dr. Neil Hutcher, an intestine 
specialist, she has grown an inch. 
Hutcher says the calcium is being re­ 
stored as quickly as possible, and even 
though X-rays do not show it yet, the 
doctors are confident of her recovery 
from the calcium disorder. 
For Jennie, her victory over the

plane OK 


COLOGNE, West Germany (A P) — 
The pilot of an Ethiopian airliner flying 
Emperor Haile Selassie home from 
West Germany set off a hijacking 
alarm by error today while flying over 
Italy but then quickly reported all was 
normal aboard, West German air safe­ 
ty officials said. 
The royal plane, a Boeing 720, left 
Cologne airport at 6:34 a.m. for a direct 
flight to Addis Ababa, the Ethiopian 
capital. While flying over Milan, the of­ 
ficials said, the pilot pushed the wrong 
button and set,off the hijacking scare. 
The Italian air force sent up two 
fighter jets, and they escorted the 
airliner out of Italian air space. 
Meanwhile the pilot had reported all 
was normal and headed across the 
Mediterranean for the Egyptian coast. 
The emperor had just concluded a 
three-day unofficial visit to West 
Germany, where he met with President 
Gustav Heinemann and Chancellor 
W illy Brandt. A source at the Cologne 
airport said about 30 persons were 
aboard the plane, including the em­ 
peror’s oldest daughter, Princess 
Tenagne; members of the royal en­ 
tourage, security guards and the crew 
of the plane. 


make the proper connections,” he says. 
“ I can get two men and tools out to a 
truck in less than an hour, when it 
would take other garages longer than 
that to get a crew moving,” said 
Bianchi, who charges $75 an hour for 
air time. 
Bianchi s service is 
most often 
needed on Interstate 5, a newly opened 
superhighway that makes an almost 
straight run from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles. 
On a 200-mile stretch through the San 
Joaquin Valley, a trucker never gets 
closer than 20 miles to a town, Bianchi 
said. If a truck breaks down, it often 
requires a major trip just to get parts 
needed to put the truck back in 
operation. 
Bianchi said, “ There is a big demand 
for speed in getting those trucks rolling 
again, and with the helicopter, we can 
offer speed.” 
“ My biggest problem is the dust,” 
Bianchi said. “ Landing and taking off 
can raise a cloud IOO feet wide that 
could cause a terrific accident if it 
drifts the wrong way. I always try to 
find a grassy area to land.” 
Bianchi has had a pilot’s license 
since 1946. His three-passenger craft, 
with a payload capacity of 750 pounds, 
can carry spare tires, 55-gallon drums 
of fuel, or just a one-pound fuel pump or 
a piece of radiator hose. 
“ If the job is going to take a long time 
to do, it isn’t worth taking the chop­ 
per,” he said. “ But for a job that would 
last an hour or so, it’s perfect.”
